in the ea rliest pioneer da y s seem 
woven into the very sy lla bles of 
his na me. There is inspira tion in 
every ta blet a nd sta tue to h’is 
memory , a nd there a re ma ny 
such throughout the country . 
Miles Sta ndish wa s born in 
La nca shire, Engla nd, of good j 
fa mily , a nd wa s educa ted for a I 
mi.ita ry ca reer. While fighting I 
for Good Queen Bess in The I 
Netherla nds he met the Pilgrims 
who ha d ta ken refuge a t Leyden 
a nd threw in his lot with them, j 
He w'a s on the Ma y flower when ; 
it sa iled to settle p. new la nd for j 
the sa ke of religious freedom. 
Although a fi -hter, his ta ct 
succeeded 
in p; .ea ting India n j 
chiefs a nd his 
;se dea lings with 
the red men helped the struggl- j 


ing settlement, undermined by 
sickness a nd dea th, to survive. 
When diploma cy fa iled, how-ever, 
he wa s a mong those a t the hea d 
of the colonists in bloody skirm­ 
ishes. 
Whether the doughty wa rrior 
rea l!;: sought the ha nd of lovely 
Priscilla Mullins is for historia ns 
to qua rrel over. It is true tha t his 
wife died in the first blea k win­ 
ter of the settlement a nd if Pris­ 
cilla ca ptured his hea rt, she did 
not brea k it beyond repa ir, be­ 
ca use two y ea rs la ter he ma rried 
a nother. 
It wa s a fter his ma rria ge tha t 
Ca pta in Sta ndish built a perma n­ 
ent home not fa r from Ply mouth 
a nd ca lled it Duxbury for his a n­ 
cestra l esta tes in Engla nd. Here 
he lived, sha ring the life of the 
colony , serving a s its ma gistra te 
a nd milita ry lea der, until his 
dea th in 1656. 
In 1872 the monument showm 
in the sketch a bove wa s erected 
on the pa rt of the Duxbury prop­ 
erty known a s Ca pta in’s Hill, by 
a memoria l a ssocia tion of New 
Engla nd 
pa triots. The sturdy 
stone tow’er, surmounted with a 
sta tue of the Pilgrim milita ry 
lea der, a ptly represents the ster­ 
ling virtues of Miles Sta ndish.
